Union of Students, that there is at present no general .surveillance of university campuses by the

It is to be hoped that 
the full weight of the law will be brought to bear 
against any who would rob the needy, for when 
Treasure Van Is robbed, it Is needy students and 
needy families who are made to suffer.

PGSS Arguments 
Restated 

Dear Sir, 

I wish to point out that there 
Is no kind of blackmail being 
used by the Post-Graduate 
Students' Society. When a socie- 
ty Is taken over by force against 
all democratic procedure, it has 
more than a right to protest 
(which it did). It has the right 
to point out its needs and how 
they cannot be met under the 
existing structure. Not only 
that, it has the right to ask 
that amends be made and not 
merely informal or formal 
apologies. The SJ:.C. should 
publish the details of wliat 
happened and how our repre* 
•entatlvea were not allowed to 
speak at the take^tver because 

, they were not yet members of 
the Students' Society; The whole 
affair was a travesty of demo* 
cratlc Justice and still there is 
nothing idone^to either give us 
back control 'of our own society 
or to institute some real form 
of inquiry. Is it specious to 
argue and to protest against 
the fascist-like rule of 'fait ac> 
compli'7 And, if as has been 
■aid, some higher authority 
came down on the side of the 
SJ:.C. then the SKC. should 
have protested this gross viola* 
tion of student autonomy even 
if it went against their own 
Interests. 

You have questioned whether 
there is any real difference 

. between a graduate student of 
22 in Political Science and a 
first year, law student This is 
an unfair comparison because 
closely related itibjects. have 
been taken and also 'because 
.careful studies have shown -an 
average 'age. of about 26 for the' 
. graduate student (one study at 
McGiil gavé 20 at the master's 
level). Further, if we accept 
the comparison, a distinction 
must be made between first 
professional degrees and those 
^hich are truly post-graduate. 
This is not to make some kind 
of snobbish distinction — it is 
one now recognised in the 
literature. It is true that thero 
are elements of professionalism 
In all subjects at the graduate 
level but research puts study 
on a different level to others. 
This is also a teaching level 
recognized by the University 
and, may I say it, by the under- 
graduate. Here lie the subtle 
and not-so-subtle barriers to 
graduate and tmdergraduate 
interaction. Clubs- are open to 
graduate students and some do 
participate, but why should we 
subsidize so ^generously activi- 
ties where we are not really 
wanted and for which our mode 
of life does.not lend itself? We 
did not ask to be part of the 
S.E.C. We have need of some 
kind of community life. This 
fact is being recognized else- 
where — post-graduate -houses 
. at U.B.C. and Queen's Massey 
House at Toronto, and future 
plans at Alberta, Western. 
. Graduate students have doubled 
their proportion of the whole 
student body at McGill ht thé 

. ■ last ten years. " 

, As I see the whole affair, the 
P.G.S.S. after being robbed of 
its autonomy, barely managtag 

■ to save $2 out of $10, is now 
asked lo subsidize undergradu- 
ate activities to the tune of

There is a twelve-block area 
In downtown Montreal which it 
the heart of another world. Chl> 
nalown, revolving around the 
corner of Lagauchetière and 
Clarke Streets, Is the spiritual 
and cultural centre for some 
7,000 people of Chinese extrac- 
tion in the city. 

It is an area of extremes; there 
arc elderly men living in virtual 
garrets, hcatlcss, lightless, sound- 
less. There are restaurant owners 
working to the early hours of the 
morning, and then returning to 
homes in Weslmount and Town of 
Mount Royal. There are those who 
feel closer to their old homes In 
China and Hong Kong than to their 
new surroundings. 

Physically, it Is a dirty area. It 
Is in the midst of "old Montreal", 
a scant blocic west of the nightlife 
and environment of the notorious 
"Main." Most visitors don't notice 
any of this; they come for the food. 



and leave immedlalely after. They 
miss a great deal. 

One only need walk about the 
area to discover an atmosphere dif- 
ferent from that of the rest of the 
city. There is a close communal 
feeling — most people In China* 
town know each other by name. 
Restaurants serving "/ûnerican 
style" Chinese food arc popular 
among Montrcalers, but there are 
others that serve the real thing. 
Dishes like preserved octopus, abi- 
lone, shark bone jelly, and some- 
thing Chinese which some wit tran- 
slated to "sparkplugs" are avail- 
able if you know where to go. The 
restaurants and food are a major 
part of the economic life of. China- 
town. 

Grocery stores play a greater 
role in the social . life of China- 
town than in most' modem com- 
munities. They provide the greatest 
link with the Homeluid'— virtu- 
ally everything is froiii Hong Kong. 
There are preserved fruits, flour, 
patent medicine (Mother Fletcher 




has nothing on the Chinese) and 
feather dusters. Dried fish are 
shipped over as well, although one 
merchant confided that they must 
have come from mainland Com- 
munist China, because "nothing 
like that ever grew near Hong 
Kong." The feather dusters serve 
a dual purpose — the long handle 
helps in the discipline of the youth. 

Unfortunately, tliere is little in 
the way of handicrafts produced by 
Montreal's Chinese. There is the 
odd example of finely crafted lan- 
terns and ornaments in private 
luc, one of the most amazing be- 
ing a lantern In a club room that 
revolves, has horses moving, men 
Jumping, women pulling goods 
from vases, and so on. But most 
art work for sale is again from 
Ilong Kong; the most popular items 
are woven silk tapestries depicting 
well-known aspects of Chinese life. 

- Everywhere, the children are 
studying. They* study Chinese and 
English, and work In the family 
business in their spare time. The 
grocery store is reminiscent ; of 
the legendary general store; of 
years past They are gathering 
places, with a pot of tea playing 
the role of the old cracker barrel. 
There are newspapers to read, and 
things to discuss. 
Wilbur 'Wong runs one such 



store. In addition, he Is a leading 
importer of goods from Hong Kong, 
and a travel agent for an airline, 
flying to the Far East. Apart from 
his official duties, he is a one-man 
aid committee for the Chinese. 
He serves as a translator, helps 
them with financial problems, and 
is constantly beseiged with those 
questions from those not yet used 
to the way of life in this country. 
His company also produces half 
the chop suey consumed in the 
city. 

Uost of his customers buy on 
credit — short term. It's a hectic 
time on Sunday when they all come 
to pay the week's bills. 

Mornings are an interesting 
time to visit the store. At about 11 
am, the better part of a cooked 
pig is brought upstairs and hung 
In the window. It shrinks rapidly 
through the day as meat orders 
come in. Most of the meat Is sold 
this way — it is pre cooked, and 
parceled out as the time comes. 
And another popular item is Chi- 
nese tea, from Ceylon. 

There are others who play a 
similar helping role, as well as 
several clubs aqd organizations 
which step In when needed. Al- 
though the Chinese are noted or 
thchr business acumen, a commu- 



nal spirit runs affairs In China- 
town. 

Most of the Chinese in Montreal 
originate from the Province of 
Taisan, on mainland China. They 
share the same memories of home, 
speak in the same dialect, and pre- 
sent a close knit political front. 
They are, to an almost unanimous 
extent;* supporters]otUhe 'National^j

The young, along with the old, 
gather periodically to watch the 
latest movie from Hong Kong, or 
the . youngçry^ ones ;^ take

great pride in the famous Lion 
Dance, which they perform across 
the Province of Quebec. 

But the League is still there 
predominantly to rally support for 
the Chinese government on For- 
mosa, and although forthright po- 
litical activity is not frequent, it 
is the basis of the organization. All 
members are régisterèd in Mont* 
real, Vancouver, and Formosa. 
They carry a membership card to 
identify themselves in any Chine- 
ae community, and wear a pin with 



a serial number that is registered 
alongside their names. They col- 
lect money, strangely enough, not 
to send directly to Chiang, but 
to help where they see flt . 

Much of the money is devoted to 
helping refugees from Communist 
China; it goes to Formosa, and.to 
Hong Kong. Special collections 
are made on;Occasion. One such 
occasion, was last year, when the 
flow of refugees into Hong Kong 
became so great that the British 
authorities had to turn them back. 
The Chinese arc realistic; they 
sent money to help settle as many 
refugees, as possible, but realized 
that not all could be kept on this 
sido of the Bamboo curtain. So 
they worked, as one man put it, 
"so the refugees could have at 
least a good meal before they were 
sent back." 

The Chinese, however, are not 
entirely unanimous on this point. 
There is a small somewhat secret 
organization which is not an open- 
ly avowed Communist group, but 
which does maintain pro Commun- 
1st sympathies. Dung Fung, or 
"Club of the Easteriy Wind" in 
the past worked closely with the 
Communist Party, of Canada; hard 
thnes have since fallen up on the 
group. Made up of little more 
than a hundred members, it relied 



to a large extent on the resources 
of the national Communist organiza- 
tion; but the split between Krus- 
chev of Russia and Mao of Chi;ia 
has driven a wedge between the 
two Canadian organizations. It is 
the Chinese one that is feeling the 
pinch. 

The group does, however, main- 
tain its monthly paper, which is 
principally a rehash of releases 
from Peking. Its enemies claim it 
is unsuccessful in its policy of 
"InfiltraUon". 

Although the Kuomintang is the 
logical centre of life in Chinatown, 
it is not entirely indicative of the 
mood of the people. Most immi- 
grants are Buddhist, but they have 
few strong feelings on the subject 
The Roman Catholic and Protes- 
tant missions in the area are thus 
able to play a major., part in the 
life of the community. Both main- 
tain schools on the elementary 
level, and hold periodic social 
. events. The Chhiese are a practical 
people, and take full advantage 
of both missions. One might be- 
long to the Protestant Church, and 
attend schoblj^there; .but ^lf the 
Catholic missionr* is showing a 
movie, he doiesn't hesitate to cross 
the street to see it.
